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PREFATORY NOTE. 


An exhibition of the works of JOHN and SETH WELLS 
CHENEY does not need to be specially introduced to the public 
of Boston. The two brothers were so intimately connected 
with the art of New England, and of this city more especially, 
that their name is still pleasantly remembered here. 

JOHN CHENEY, who was born at South Manchester, Conn., 
October 20, 1801, and died at the same place, August 20, 1885, 
was unexcelled, as this exhibition amply testifies, as an en- 
graver of small heads and book illustrations, most of which he 
executed for the “Annuals” which were so fashionable fifty 
to sixty years ago. With the decay of these publications his 
activity as an engraver ceased. What admirable work he 
might have done as a draughtsman is shown by the drawing 
from Raphael’s “Sistine Madonna,” included in this exhibition 
(see No. 7). But the small encouragement given to art dis- 
heartened him, and he virtually abandoned its practice when he 
was still in the full vigor of life. 

SETH WELLS CHENEY, who was born November 26, 1810, 
and died September Io, 1856, also at South Manchester, began 
life, like his brother, as an engraver, but soon gave his attention 
almost exclusively to crayon drawing, and became one of the 
most esteemed portrait draughtsmen of his time. It must be- 
recollected that this was before the days of photography, when 
crayon portraiture held a rank quite different from that which it 
generally holds to-day. The position he occupied may be meas- 
ured by the names of his sitters, as they appear in this catalogue. 
The exhibition of his works is interesting, therefore, not only as 
illustrating a past phase of American art, but also as placing 
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vividly before us a picture of our city, as it appeared in its cul- 
tured men and women half a century ago. 

The thanks of the Museum 4re due to the members of the 
Cheney family, and to the other ladies and gentlemen, in Boston 
as well as elsewhere, who have extended their aid to it by lend- 
ing drawings, etc., for this exhibition, many of them highly 
valued family possessions endeared by memories of the past. 
This generous help has made it possible to bring together an 
almost complete set of the engravings made by the two brothers, 
a large part of them inrare proofs, and about two hundred of the 
crayons of Seth Wells Cheney, including one hundred and 
twenty-two named portraits.
